N  February  17,  1902,  Curry  Building,  "the  first  building  erected  in  North 
Carolina  solely  to  give  technical  training  to  teachers,"  was  dedicated  with  appro- 
priate exercises.  Among  those  seated  on  the  rostrum  on  that  occasion  were  Dr.  Curry, 
for  whom  the  building  was  named,  Governor  Charles  B.  Aycock,  North  Carolina's 
great  educational  statesman.  President  Charles  D.  Mclver,  Dr.  J.  I.  Foust,  his  suc- 
cessor, and  Dr.  P.  P.  Claxton,  who  later  became  United  States  Commissioner  of 
Education.  The  building  was  named  for  Dr.  Curry  partly  because  as  agent  of  the 
Peabody  fund  he  had  been  instrumental  in  securing  financial  aid  from  that  fund  for 
the  Education  Department  of  the  College,  and  partly  because  of  Dr.  Curry's  out- 
standing service  to  the  development  of  educational  advantages  in  the  South.  He 
was  a  native  of  Georgia.  In  the  course  of  his  career  he  served  in  the  state  legis- 
lature and  in  Congress  as  the  representative  of  the  State  of  Alabama.  He  was  at 
one  time  president  of  Howard  College;  later  professor  of  English  and  law  in  Rich- 
mond College.  In  1881  he  became  agent  for  the  Peabody  Educational  Fund,  a  connec- 
tion which  provided  him  with  practical  means  of  quickening  the  interest  of  a  stricken 
people  in  their  own  development.  At  one  time  he  served  as  United  States  Minister 
to  Spain.  On  this  memorable  day  in  1902,  President  Mclver  said  among  other 
things:  "In  honor  of  the  Peabody  Board,  out  of  respect  to  George  Peabody,  who  in 
1867  gave  $3,000,000  to  aid  Southern  people  to  educate  their  children;  out  of 
respect  to  those  who  have  helped  to  guide  so  well  the  use  of  the  Peabody  Fund; 
and  especially  in  grateful  appreciation  of  the  work  and  worth  of  the  general  agent 
of  that  fund,  the  Honorable  J.  L.  M.  Curry,  this  house  is  dedicated  today  in  the 
hope  that  it  may  stand  forever  'The  Curry  Building'."  In  1929,  the  building  was 
destroyed  by  fire.  But  on  the  south  side  of  Spring  Garden  Street,  opposite  the 
entrance  to  College  Avenue,  a  new  fireproof  structure  was  erected  to  house  the 
work  of  the   Department   of  Education.     This,    too,    bears   the   name    Curry   Building.

THE  INSTALLATION  OF 
PHI  BETA  KAPPA 

A  section  of  the  Alpha  chap- 
ter of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  has  been 
established  at  "Woman's  College. 
Formal  installation  ceremonies 
took  place  at  four  o'clock  on 
December  12  in  the  auditorium 
of  Students'  Building.  Here  the 
ritual  was  private.  The  cere- 
monies were  in  charge  of  Dr. 
Theodore  H.  Jack,  presidenf  of 
Randolph-Macon  College,  and 
member  of  the  senate  of  the  Na- 
tional Phi  Beta  Kappa  organi- 
zation. Miss  Bernice  Draper, 
member  of  the  faculty  in  the  de- 
partment, of  history,  was  spokes- 
man for  the  chapter  at  the  eve- 
ning session.  Dr.  Jackson  was 
presented  as  the  foundation 
member.  At  the  conclusion  of 
the  formal  program,  Dr.  Jack 
addressed  an  open  meeting  in  the 
auditorium  of  Students'  Build- 
ing. Here  Miss  Florence  Schaef- 
fer,  head  of  the  department  of 
chemistry,  presided.  In  the  eve- 
ning a  banquet  was  held  at  the 
Greensboro  Country  Club,  with 
Miss  Helen  Ingraham,  of  the  de- 
partment of  biology,  as  toast- 
mistress.  Faculty  members  of 
Sigma  Xi  were  also  included. 
Officers  of  the  new  section  are : 
president.  Miss  Abigail  Rowley, 
of  the  English  department ;  vice 
president.  Dr.  George  A.  Under- 
wood, of  the  French  '  depart- 
ment ;  secretary  and  treasurer, 
Mr.  Charles  Stone,  librarian. 
Members  of  the  executive  coun- 
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cil  are  Miss  Nettie  Sue  Tillett, 
of  the  English  department ;  Miss 
Marie  Deneen,  acting  head  of 
the  Latin  department;  and  Dr. 
Key  L.  Barkley,  of  the  psychol- 
ogy department.  Student  elec- 
tions to  Phi  Beta  Kappa  will  be 
held  during  the  spring  semester, 
and  the  old  honor  society  auto- 
matically goes  out  of  existence. 
Only  four  other  colleges  for  wo- 
men in  the  south  have  a  chapter 
of  Phi  Beta  Kappa. 

THE  1935 
SUMMER  SESSION 

One  summer  session  will  be 
conducted  at  each  division  of 
the  University,  beginning  simul- 
taneously on  June  13  and  closing 
on  July  24.  A  second  session 
will  follow  at  Chapel  Hill,  be- 
ginning July  25  and  closing 
August  31.  Special  effort  will 
be  made  to  plan  the  work  of  this 
second  session  so  that  students 
at  State  College  and  at  the  Wo- 
man's College  who  wish  to  do  so 
may  continue  there  without  in- 
terruption or  loss  of  any  kind. 
Dr.  Edgar  W.  Knight,  of  Chapel 
Hill,  is  the  general  director  of 
the  consolidated  school.  Dis- 
tinctive features  of  the  work  to 
be  offered  at  Woman's  College 
are  these :  graduate  as  well  as 
undergraduate  work  in  both  ele- 
mentary education  and  home 
economics ;  courses  in  commer- 
cial education ;  a  demonstration 
school,  where  students  may  ob- 
serve   actual    instruction    and 
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other  phases  of  school  life.  Students 
who  live  in  the  dormitory  will  be  re- 
quired to  pay  $50.00 ;  those  who  live 
outside,  $17.00.  Address  Dr.  Jackson  for 
further  information. 

THE  RETIREMENT  OF 
FACULTY  MEMBERS 

Mr.  Forney,  Miss  Boddie,  and  Miss 
Petty,  in  accordance  with  the  regula- 
tions passed  by  the  board  of  directors 
of  the  Consolidated  University  concern- 
ing the  age  limit  of  members  of  the 
faculty,  are  this  year  serving  the  college 
in  a  part  time  capacity,  with  reduced 
compensation.  Mr.  Forney  still  sits  at 
the  receipt  of  customs  in  the  treasurer's 
office  and  directs  the  work  in  the  com- 
mercial department ;  Miss  Boddie 
teaches  Latin  in  the  upper  levels;  and 
Miss  Petty  is  still  to  be  found  in  the 
laboratories  of  the  chemistry  depart- 
ment. Miss  Petty  is  also  chairman  of  the 
college  social  committee.  Miss  Florence 
Schaeffer,  who  has  been  a  member  of 
the  faculty  in  the  chemistry  department 
for  a  number  of  years,  was  advanced  to 
the  headship  of  that  department.  Miss 
Marie  Deneen,  teacher  of  Latin  in  the 
department  of  education  for  several 
years,  is  this  year  acting  head  of  the 
Latin  department. 

CUTS 

The  cut  system  is  operating  this  year. 
A  few  of  the  provisions  are  these :  One 
cut  per  credit  hour  for  each  course  is 
allowed  sophomores,  juniors  and  seniors. 
The  number  of  cuts  include  illness,  un- 
less the  student  is  ill  for  twenty-four 
hours  or  more,  in  which  case  excuses 
will  be  granted  by  the  infirmary.  Dur- 
ing the  first  semester  no  cuts  are 
alloAved  freshmen.  Absences  due  to  ill- 
ness and  other  emergencies  are  handled 
by  the  infirmary  and  the  dean  of 
women.  Two  cuts  a  semester  are  al- 
lowed in  chapel  attendance.  Instances 
of  over  cutting  are  handled  by  the  dean 
of  women. 


DR.  AND  MRS  FOUST 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Foust  spent  six  weeks 
in  Florida  during  the  holiday  season. 
They  are  living  now  at  their  residence 
on  Spring  Garden  Street,  next  door  to 
College  Place  Methodist  Church.  The 
house  has  been  rebuilt  in  a  very  lovely 
way.  Dr.  Foust  is  at  work  on  a  history 
of  Woman's  College. 

THE  FERA  AIDS 
STUDENTS 

The  FERA  allotment  for  the  Wo- 
man's College  is  $2,190.00  per  month. 
This  sum  is  sufficient  to  pay  146  stu- 
dents, who  would  otherwise  be  unable 
to  finance  their  college  expenses,  30  cents 
an  hour  for  50  hours  of  work  monthly. 
Through  a  liberalization  of  the  FERA 
policy,  whenever  one  of  these  original 
146  students,  for  one  reason  or  another, 
has  had  to  give  up  all  or  a  portion  of 
her  50  hours,  it  has  been  possible  to  as- 
sign this  relinquished  time,  with  its  cor- 
responding remuneration,  to  other  stu- 
dents who  are  in  need  and  who  would 
have  had  to  leave  college  without  such 
financial  assistance.  So  that  all  told,  up 
to  the  present  time,  215  students  have 
been  helped  to  remain  in  college  by  the 
FERA.  The  FERA  students  do  their 
work  under  faculty  direction  in  the  fol- 
lowing fields :  clerical,  library,  research, 
laboratory  assistance,  tutoring,  addi- 
tional hostess  work  in  the  dormitories. 
The  two  latter  groups  are  being  used  to 
help  offset  institutional  atmosphere,  and 
to  emphasize  cultural  values  in  campus 
life. 

THE  VESTED 

CHOIR  j 

The  college  vested  choir  of  one  hun- 
dred voices  was  organized  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  year  under  the  direction 
of  Professor  George  Thompson.  The 
choir  occupies  the  stage  in  Aycock  on 
chapel  days,  singing  a  processional  as 
it  enters.    Its  presence  adds  much  not 
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only  to  the  program  but  to  the  dignity 
and  impressiveness  of  the  chapel  hour. 
Dr.  Jackson  is  in  charge  of  the  exercises 
this  year. 

STUDENT  LEADERS 
CAMP 

The  general  topic  of  the  Student  Lead- 
ers'  Conference  held  at  Camp  Silver 
Pines  the  week  before  school  opened  was 
"The  Responsibility  of  the  College  to 
Merit  and  Inspire  the  Confidence  of  the 
Students,  the  Faculty,  and  the  State." 
Discussions  centered  around  this  theme, 
with  both  students  and  invited  members 
of  the  faculty  taking  part.  It  is  recalled 
that  the  theme  of  the  conference  when  it 
met  for  the  first  time  in  1929  was  this, 
"A  More  Complete  Understanding  Be- 
tween the  Faculty  and  Student  Body." 
Camp  Yonahlossee,  Blue  Ridge,  was  the 
location  chosen  that  year. 

THE  LECTURE 
SERIES 

Among  the  noted  lecturers  who  have 
spoken  in  Aycock  Auditorium  since  the 
opening  of  school  are  these :  S.  Miles 
Bouton,  who  opened  the  series  the 
middle  of  October,  discussing  "Life 
Under  the  Nazi  Rule."  Bruce  Bairns- 
father,  known  as  "Old  Bill,"  made  us 
laugh,  even  as  he  has  made  people  laugh 
the  world  around,  in  his  humorous  lec- 
ture, "Old  Bill  Laughs  at  Europe." 
Vera  Brittain,  English  author,  who  cap- 
tured the  reading  public  on  both  sides 
of  the  Atlantic  with  her  autobiography, 
' '  Testament  of  Youth, ' '  analyzed  ' '  How 
War  Affects  Women."  Ruth  Bryan 
Owen,  our  first  woman  diplomat,  made  a 
return  trip  to  the  college,  discussing  life 
in  Denmark,  where  she  is  the  ambassa- 
dor from  the  United  States.  Ernest 
Gruening,  editor,  newspaper  writer,  and 
lecturer,  spoke  on  "Power:  The  Burn- 
ing Domestic  Issue."  Dr.  Morris  Fish- 
bein,  editor  of  "The  Journal  of  the 
American  Medical  Association, ' '  and  au- 


thor of  numerous  books,  chose  as  his 
topic,  "Fads  and  Quackery  in  Heal- 
ing." Dorothy  Sands  appeared  in  her 
own  creation,  "Styles  in  Acting."  Ted 
Shawn  and  his  ensemble  of  men  ap- 
peared in  January. 

THE  RECEPTION  FOR 
DR.  AND  MRS.  JACKSON 

The  latter  part  of  October  the  mem- 
bers of  the  faculty  entertained  at  a 
formal  reception  in  honor  of  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  Jackson  and  the  new  members  of 
the  faculty.  President  and  Mrs.  Frank 
Graham,  Dean  and  Mrs.  R.  B.  House  of 
Chapel  Hill,  and  Dean  Harrelson  of 
State  College,  were  also  honored  at  this 
time.  Among  the  especially  invited 
guests  from  Chapel  Hill  were  Dean  and 
Mrs.  Dudley  Carroll.  Mrs.  Carroll  — 
Eleanore  Elliott  '07  —  was  a  former 
member  of  the  faculty  in  the  department 
of  English. 

ART  EXHIBITION 

Twenty-five  oil  paintings,  the  work  of 
contemporary  American  artists,  were  on 
exhibit  in  the  library  for  a  week  during 
January.  The  exhibit  was  loaned  by  the 
Grand  Central  Galleries,  New  York  city.

OF  COLLEGE  WOMEN 

The  southeastern  division  of  the  Ath- 
letic Federation  of  College  Women  will 
meet  at  Woman's  College  for  three  days, 
March  21  to  23.  Some  of  the  topics  to 
be  discussed  are  these:  "What  the  Col- 
lege Expects  of  Its  Athletic  Associa- 
tion," "What  the  College  Student  Ex- 
pects of  the  Athletic  Association  Pro- 
gram," "Basketball  Problems,"  "Per- 
sonality and  Leadership,"  "Sports  and 
the  New  Social  Order. ' '  Special  points  in 
the  technique  of  hockey,  swimming,  ten- 
nis and  other  games  will  be  considered, 
along  with  practical  demonstration.  So- 
cial activities  will  include  a  luncheon,  a 
tea,  a  camp  supper,  a  drive  around  the 
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city,  a  banquet,  concluding  with  the 
dance  drama  given  by  Orchesis  in  Ay- 
cock  Auditorium  the  closing  night.

ABOUT   THE   STATE 
APPROPRIATION 


RESIDENT    GRAHAM    and    Dean 

Jackson  are  asking  the  State  Legisla- 
ture to  appropriate  for  the  support  and 
maintenance  of  Woman 's  College  for  the 
year  1935-36  the  sum  of  $331,944;  for 
the  year  1936-37,  $339,054  (the  differ- 
ence between  the  two  years  covers  insur- 
ance.) The  Budget  Commission  before 
whom  the  first  hearing  was  held,  after 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Greater 
University  had  approved  the  figures,  has 
recommended  that  $251,325  be  appro- 
priated for  both  years.  The  hearing  be- 
fore the  Joint  Appropriations  Commit- 
tee of  the  Legislature  was  held  in  Ra- 
leigh on  February  7.  President  Graham 
lead  in  the  presentation  of  the  cause  for 
all  three  units  of  the  University.  Mrs. 
May  Lovelace  Tomlinson,  member  of  the 
Consolidated  Board  of  Trustees,  and  an 
alumna  of  Woman's  College,  was  a  spe- 
cial representative  of  our  College. 

INCREASES 

President  Graham's  budget  includes 
a  25  per  cent  increase  in  salaries  over 
the  amount  now  being  paid — an  increase 
equal  to  a  17  per  cent  restoration  of  the 
amount  originally  cut.  However,  the 
Budget  Bureau  recommends  only  a  15 
per  cent  increase  in  salaries,  or  a  10.20 
per  cent  restoration  on  the  basis  of  the 
original  amount.  When  one  takes  into 
account  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  liv- 
ing, estimated  as  being  from  15  per  cent 
to  20  per  cent,  realization  is  keen  that 
a  25  per  cent  increase  (17  per  cent) 
would  do  little  more  than  put  us  back 


where  we  were  at  the  beginning  of  the 
present  biennium,  and  that  the  15  per 
cent  (10.20  per  cent)  recommended  by 
the  Budget  Commission  does  not  even 
meet  the  augmented  living  costs  of  the 
past  two  years.  Indeed,  on  the  basis  of 
the  increased  cost  of  living,  the  32  per 
cent  cut  in  effect  now  in  reality  ap- 
proaches a  50  per  cent  cut. 

The  other  items  for  which  President 
Graham  asks  an  increase  relate  to  teach- 
ing supplies  and  materials,  repairs  and 
alterations,  printing  and  binding,  main- 
tenance of  the  plant,  light,  power,  and 
water,  and  the  usual  routine  needs. 

ABOUT  SALARY  REDUCTIONS 


R 


.EFERRING  again  to  the  question 
of  salaries,  did  you  know  that  in  the 
reduction  of  faculty  salaries  the  Uni- 
versity of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill, 
Raleigh,  and  Greensboro  ranlcs  first 
among  the  institutions  of  higher  learn- 
ing in  the  entire  country?  But  a  "first" 
not  to  be  proud  of,  assuredly.  A  cut  of 
32  per  cent  for  the  years  1933-35  main- 
tains at  each  of  the  three  units,  with  no 
restoration ;  whereas,  the  average  cut  for 
forty-four  of  our  leading  universities 
is  only  15.37  per  cent,  with  restorations 
already  in  progress.  Six  institutions 
have  restored  part  of  the  reduction,  and 
three  —  Idaho,  Missouri  and  Pennsyl- 
vania— have  restored  the  cut  in  full.  At 
Louisiana  State  University,  Princeton, 
Rhode  Island,  Chicago,  Vermont  and 
Yale  no  reductions  were  ever  made. 
Study  the  table  on  next  page  and  see 
if  you  do  not  find  there  food  for  thought 
and  reason  for  action !

DROP  IN  STATE  SUPPORT 

OUT  OF  PROPORTION 

TO   ENROLLMENT 

In  common  with  colleges  and  univer- 
sities throughout  the  country,  during 
this  depression  period  Woman's  College 
suffered  a  decrease  in  enrollment.  The 
interesting  chart  below  pictures  the 
drop,  but  it  also  shows  the  upturn  in 
1934.  What  is  really  disturbing,  how- 
ever, is  the  drop  in  the  funds  provided 
by  the  state  for  the  support  and  main- 
tenance of  the  College — a  decline  all  out 
of  proportion  to  the  decrease  in  the 
number  of  students.  It  will  be  under- 
stood that  the  figures  shown  on  the 
graph  represent  the  average  enrollment 
for  the  two  semesters.  The  enrollment 
in  terms  of  individual  registrations  dur- 
ing the  years  indicated  reads  thus: 
1928-29,  1,869;  1929-30,  1,888;  1930-31, 
1,761;  1931-32,  1,712;  1932-33,  1,575; 
1933-34,  1,266.  The  enrollment  for  1934 
to  date  is  1,327.

More  About  Books 


My  Own  Story.  As  told  to  Mildred  Harring- 
ton. (With  a  foreword  by  Will  Rogers). 
Boston:  Little,  Brown,  and  Company,  1934. 
Pp.  290.    $2.50.

"My  Own  Story,"  by  Marie  Dressier, 
as  arranged  and  written  by  Mildred 
Harrington,  a  graduate  of  Woman's 
College,  is  a  book  to  entertain  us  and  to 
edify  us  and  to  make  us  dream. 

Drama  is  always  interesting  whether 
it  is  the  limited  histrionics  of  the  theatre 
and  for  the  theatre  or  taken  from  the 
broad  traffic  of  the  world  itself  and  de- 
signed only  for  the  cozy  quiet  of  the  li- 
brary ;  and  this  book,  portraying  the 
life  record  of  an  eminently  successful 
actress,  a  great  and  good  woman,  has  a 
dramatic  value  equal  to  any  play  now 
current.  After  reading  the  book  and  re- 
calling the  many  performances  given  by 
Marie  Dressier  that  I  have  seen,  I  con- 
clude that  it  is  doubtful  if  any  play  in 
which  she  acted  as  star,  or  otherwise,  on 
the  sawdust,  the  boards,  or  the  screen 
can  quite  come  up  to  the  drama  of  her 
own  adventurous  living.  Her  story, 
handled  by  the  genius  of  Mildred  Har- 
rington, is  continuously  fascinating  from 
beginning  to  end. 

It  is  a  noble  calling — -to  make  the 
world  laugh.  This  Marie  Dressier  did. 
Hers  was  a  genial,  kind,  and  expanding 


laughter,  without  a  touch  of  bitterness 
or  a  hint  of  sarcasm ;  a  laughter  through 
which  shone  the  personality  of  a  frank 
and  highly  intelligent  mind,  a  warm  and 
sincerely  sympathetic  heart.  It  is  true 
her  professional  work  was  exacting,  at 
times  to  the  point  of  drudgery,  and  a 
fickle  fortune  plunged  her  frequently 
into  battle  to  keep  her  head  and  preserve

her  soul ;  but  through  it  all  her  splendid 
gift  to  amuse  people  and  impart  to  them 
some  of  her  own  high  courage  never 
failed.    And  what   Marie  Dressier   did 
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for  the  vast  theatre  audiences,  Mildred 
Harrington  has  done  for  a  reading  pub- 
lic. In  the  hands  of  a  less  competent 
writer  her  story  would  have  been  but 
another  tale  instead  of  an  inspirational 
biography  with  a  merit  peculiarly  its 
own.  No  one  can  lay  aside  this  book, 
though,  as  it  now  stands,  without  the 
feeling  of  having  been  in  the  company 
of  a  truly  magnanimous  soul. 

However,  this  is  not  all.  Every  book 
is  more  or  less  like  a  sermon  which  is 
never  wholly  good  unless  it  makes  us 
think  of  something  else  besides  the  text. 
It  is  by  that  "something  else"  that  we 
as  readers  are  privileged  to  expand  our 
own  personalities.  This  I  think  Mildred 
Harrington  has  here  done.  The  humor 
of  Marie  Dressier,  her  own  original 
philosophy,  her  pervading  spirituality, 
as  well  as  the  colorful  activities  of  her 


crowded  life,  Mildred  Harrington  has 
somehow  miraculously  caught  and  re- 
created. In  that  re-creation  we  who  read 
and  are  moderately  ambitious  are  led 
to  a  wise  introspection,  made  to  laugh 
at  our  own  little  episodes,  whetted  to  a 
new  hope,  and  given  courage  in  dream- 
ing again.  And  we  who  read  can  ap- 
plaud this  book  along  with  Marie  Dress- 
ier, looking  down  from  her  balcony,  and 
say  with  her:  "Thank  you.  Well  done." 


[Editor's  note:  Miss  Harrington  is  now  Mrs, 
Peter  F.  Lynch,  New  York  city.  Small 
daughter  Nancy,  getting  to  be  a  big  girl 
really,  is  the  third  member  of  the  household. 
Mildred  went  to  Hollywood  to  collaborate 
with  Miss  Dressier  in  writing  and  bringing 
out  the  book.  The  actress  died  several  months 
ago,  but  lived  to  read  and  approve  the  major 
part  of  the  manuscript.]
